WASHINGTON, April 29.—It is stated on tne highest authority that as the 
newly formed preparations for actual hostilities stand they contemplate these opera- 
tions: 

1. The opening of ingress to Cuba for the relief ship which is to bear supplies 
to the reconcentrados in Cuba and the co-operation of the United States naval forces 
with those of the insurgents. This invasion, which is to be conducted purely as a 
relief expedition, may land at Matanzas. Then Capt. Sampson’s squadron is to be 
used to make way and protect the relief expeditions.

BY SPAINS ARMY. 
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Relief Stores Sent to the Starving Thousands of Cuba 


in the End Sustain the Enemy.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, April 29.—The Ger- 
man steamer Remus, from Hamburg, for 
Raltimore, touched at Port Antonio, this 
island, early to-day and landed there 441 
German, Cuban, British anqg American 
refugees from Santiago de Cuba, They will 
be detained a short time in quarantine, to 
comply with the law, and will be brought 
to Kingston by train this afternoon. 

The Remus, which is loaded with iron ore, 
ugreed wéth Brooks Bros. of Santiago de 
Cuba, to jake the passengers as an act of 
charity and run out of her course to Port 
Antonio, in order to land them. The 
refugees are mostly women egd children, 


many of them persons of refinement.

PORTUGAL DECLARES NEUTRALITY. 


LISBON, April 29.—The Official Gazette to-day publishes the neutrality de- 


cree of Portugal in the war between Spain and the United States.

to the decree issued at the time of the outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war and 


contains six articles: 


1. Forbids the equipment of privateers in Poituguese waters. 

2. Forbids the entry of privateers into Portuguese waters. 

3. Permits belligerents to make a short stay at Portuguese ports. 

4. Defines legitimate trade as regards belligerents and forbids trading in goods 
which may be considered contraband of war. 

0. Warns Portuguese and foreigners in Portugal against actions contrary to 


the security of the State. 


6. Refuses protection to any infringers of the decree.

MADRID, April 29.—The following is the 
substance of the official report by Capt.- 
Gen. Blanco on the subject of the bom- 
bardment of the forts of Matanzas by ships

“Three American cruisers fired on the 


batteries of Fort Morillo at Matanzas with- 
out doing any damage. We fired fourteen 
shots, to which the Americans replied witn 
a multitude of quick-filring gunshots, which 
did not do any injury. 

“The American squadron also fired 14 can- 
non shots at the Abanilla battery, only one 
mule being killed, to which the Spanish bat-

tery only replied with four shots as the 
squadron was beyond range. 

“The whole squadron of five ships then 
threw several shells into the town without 
doing any damage. 

“The French and Austrian Consuls have 
protested against the bombardment as it

“The troops manning the stations are full 
of fieht. 

“It appears that our shots dd some dam- 
age to the American ehips.”’ 

One of Captain-General Blanco’s dispatch- 
es, reporting the alleged grounding of an 
American ironclad on the corst of Pinar del 
Rio, has been received with great joy by 
the newspapers of Madrid.

RIVAL BRICKLAYERS’

TYLER PLACE THE SCENT OF A 
FIERCE AND WELL-PLANNED 
BATTLE. 


ONLY A SHOTGUN 
STOPPED THE FIGHT. 


W. L. Ashley Beaten Into Insensibility 
by a Crowd of Workers Belong- 
ing to ai Different 
Association. 


One man was seriously injured and five 
badly bruised by rioting strikers, just west 
of Vandeventer, on Blaine avenue, Friday 
morning. 

The rioters, armed with stones, made an 
onslaught on a _ two-story residence in 
course of construction, and directed the 
missiles with well-aimed swings. 

They surrounded W., L. Ashley of 1616 
Franklin avenue, whom they called “scab” 
and pummeled and hacked him with sticks 
and sharp stones until he fell from ex- 
haustion. 

Frank Slavin, who lives at the Ivy House, 
and Robert Johnson, master bricklayer for 
the West End Building Co., were injured, 
the former sustaining a smashed right 


hand and the latter a bad cut on the face, 
spiitting his lip and nose. 

The strikers are members of the Inter- 
national Association of Bricklayers. The 
men assaulted are connected with an inde- 
pendent organization Known as the Brick- 
layers’ Benevolent & Protective Associa- 
tion, which is not recognized by the other 
body. There is a difference, too, In the 
scaie Of wages, and in letting the contract 
for the brick work the Building Co., let it 
to George J, Darr, contractor. 

Intimations of trouble were rife about the 
place ever since the brick work began last 
Tuesday. On that day several strange men 
loafed there, looked wise and said nothing. 
Mr. Darr expected some trouble, and ad- 
vised the men to carry their union cards 
with them. 

There were ten bricklayers, an equal 
number of hod-carriers, and several] car- 
penters at work Friday morning. The in- 
cident of Tuesday had almost been for- 
gotten when a erowd of 15 or more men 
Was seen to cross the lot from Vandeventer 
avenue. 

Several of the men carried clubs, but 
acted in an apparently peaceable manner. 

The leader, who Mr. Siavin claims was 
““Buck”’ Powers, called to Ashiey. He asked 
him to step down from the scaffold. 

“I want to see your card,” he asked. 

lt was a trick to corner the bricklayer, 
but he didn’t find it out until he was nearly 
beaten into insensibility. No sooner had 
he reached the ground than the men sur- 
rounded him. The nearest man grabbed the 
card he held out for inspection, at the same 
ee bringing a hickory stick down upon his 
»e ad, 

This seemed to be the signal 
others to do something and they pitched, 
tossed, beat, gouged and kicked the man 
until he fell limp in the street. 

All the time he was pleading for mercy. 
The other men at work stopped, but did 
not interfere. They say the situation puz- 
zied them for a magment.

In 1861 Col. Worth commanding the 
Sth United States Infantry, surrendered 
that regiment to the Confederate authori- 
ties.

Yan Horn served through the 
late Civil War as Colonel of a regiment of 
New York Volunteers. After the war he

He was the groundkeeper of the 
Grand avenue park 3 years ago, when the 
famous cames between the St. Louis Reds 
and the Empires were taking place there. 
He was there, too, With the first Browns, 
the team of 1875-76, and he was also on deck 
in 1881, When Vondy’s Browns came into the 
business. Mr. Solari was groundkeeper at 
Sportsman's Park last year and would be 
there now but for the illness that has over- 
taken him. His friends in the baseball 
world are legion, and they will be sorry, in- 
deed, to hear of his very serious condition. 


It is not likely that the Browns will wina 
rame while they are out of St. Louis. On 
this trip they will meet some of the best 
teams in the first division and with the 
poor showing they made against the Chi- 
cagos and Clevelands at home, they are 
not Hkely to beat them away from here.

There was great disappointment at Chi- 
eago yesterday, owing to rain preventing 
the opening of the National League season 
there. It was the first game the Burns 
crowd were to have played at home under 
the new management, as well as the first 
game of the present League season. The 
Chicagos were to have met the Louisvilles 
and an immense crowd would have been out, 
but rain and wet grounds prevented it all.

“Considerable friction has been aroused 
among horse owners at the Memphis track 
owing to the announcement made by Dr. 
Bernays, who arrived at ‘Montgomery Park 
Tuesday, that no recall flag would be used 
at the approaching St. Louis Fair Grounds 
meeting. 

“Prominent horsemen, such as John W. 
Schorr, Abe and Lou Cahn and George C. 
Bennett, are warm believers in the need of 
a recall flag, and prophecy all kinds of dls- 
aster for the St: Louis meeting should Pres- 
ident Aull and his associates determine to 
start the horses without the chance of re- 
call. 

“One horseman, who has raced in the 
Mound City for the last half dozen years, 
is particularly outspoken in regard to the 
proposed departure. 

“Te what Bernays tells mé is correct,’ 
said he, “and no recall flag is to be used, 
I do not believe I will take my horses to 
St. Louis, and Lou Cahn has just told me 
he certainly will not. The abolishment of 
the recall flag is a direct invitation for 
the patronage of the owners whose idea of 
sportsmanlike racing is summed up in two 
words—sure thing. It will attract every 
cinch gambler to St. Louis and more job- 
bery will be perpetrated at the air 
Grounds track than South Side or Sports- 
man’s Park ever knew in their paimiest. 
days. 

“Let me explain how easy it will be to put 
a sure thing through. We will suppose 
Pearl Barnes, a natural quick breaker, is 
favorite, and that Katie Gibbons is the only 
other one in the opposition that figures to 
beat her. Some one has Bob Bass or some 
other deadwood in the race, and with a lit- 
tle manipulation it is arranged that Bass 
is to be alongside Katie.

Tragedies. 


MARY MORGAN'S FEET 
WERE FROZEN OFF. 


ONE JANUARY WEEK IN AN OLD 
SHED WITHOUT FIRE 
OR WRAPS. 


PITIABLE SPECTACLE 
AT THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


| {he Woman’s Feet Crumbling Away 
and She Is Slowly Dying From 
Consumption Caused by 
Exposure. 


The tortures and hardships that prison- 
ers at the St. Lou!ls Workhouse are often 
subjected to and the horrors of that hell- 
hole known as the “bull pen’ have not been 


exaggerated. 

Mary Morgan, a young negress who lived 
at 715 South Third street, is a living end 
pitiful victim of its cruelties. 

Mary spent severa] months In the Work- 
house last winter for a mindemeanor, and 
when her term expired she did not walk out 
of the high walls and barred gates. She 
had to be hauled out. She was a crippled 

'$nvalid for life. 

When she entered there she was a stal- 
wart woman—a mean one, perhaps, of her 
class. When she was hauled away by friends 
she was but a skeleton of her former self. 
Her robust physique was In the grasp of 
that insidious monster, consumption. 

But far more painful than was. the 
thought of this gradual death were the 
keen pangs of her frozen feet, from which 
the flesh was crumbling in flakes, held there 
by old rags that other prisoners had given 
her to wrap them in. 

For some breach of discipline, and during 
one of the coldest spells of the winter she 
was sent tothe “bull pen,’’ where refractory 
prisoners are committed. It is a little 
house, sitting apart from the cell barracks, 
without a single compfort except a shelter 
from the rain and snow. A pari of the dis- 
cipline there is that the victim shall sub- 
sist on bread and water. The woman was 
thinly “clad; her shoes were almost worn 
out and stockings she had none. She begged 
in vain for more clothing when ‘her appeals 
for the warmth of a fire were denied. She 
felt that she was freezing to death and 

leaded fsr humane treatment, but she 
had vicilougly fought with another femaie 
prisoner ayd must be ‘‘disciplined.” 

At the efid of her week in the ‘bull pen,” 

had Ao be carried from it to her cell. 
€ t were frozen and she could not 
walk. But she was made to serve out her 
term, end then she managed to get word to 
her friends to come for her, and a woman 
VMving at South Third street responded. 
Fince hen she has been confined to her 
‘ped. The friend, no longer able to care for 
her, sent fur an ambulance Thursday after- 
noon and hac her sent to the City Dispen- 
@ary, and from there to the Hospital. 
She was one of the most pitiable objects 
‘geen there for a long time. Her feet were 
rotting masses of flesh, wrapped tn cloths, 
and she Was so emaciated and weak thar 
@he could scarcely whisper. The doctor 
said her feet would have to be amputated, 
but that temporary relief ig deemed 
igscarcely necessary; for the woman’s life 
will be brief at the longest. Her once ro- 
/bust const.tution has been undermined by 
consumpt.on, contracted during her expo- 
Sure at the Workhouse. 

“I would have killed myself,’’ she sald, 
to do it with, rather than undergo the suf- 
fering I did in that awful ‘bull pen.’ When 
my feet Were frozen stiff I begged to be 


taken to a fire, if only long enough to thaw 4 


them, but mv begging was answered w.th 
‘curses and thceats of beating, My ears, 
inose and hands were badly frost-bitten, 
land while Mr. Karr saw the CObgitton I 
/ Was in and how I was suffering atter two 
'days in the bull pen, he Kept me there for 
a whole week. 
. “There wrre a number of others there at 
the same time, for the bull pen is generally 
crowded, but none of them were made to 
Kiay a week like me. The doctor tells me 
my feet have got to be cut off, and that 
have consumption. It would have been 
less cruel for them to have killed me with 
fan ax than to murder me by such slow de- 
Brees as this. 1 never did anything to de-

PETE FOR THEM. 


RULES GOVERNING CONTEST. 


New and Interesting Feature of the 
Chrysanthemum Show of 
Next November. 


One of the features of the Eighth Annual 


Chrysanthemum Exhibition, which will be 
held at the Coliseum Nov. 14 to 18 next, will 
be a collection of herbaria, exhibited by the 
pupils of the St. Louls public schools. 

Each year, by direction of the will of the 
late Henry Shaw, $500 is set aside by the 
Shaw estate to be given as prizes by the St. 
Louis Floral Club. 

This year the directors have set aside $30 
of this fund to be given as premiums to the 


eange of the public schools who exhibit the 
est specimens of herbarian plants. 

To this fund Miss Mary Lionberger has 
added $100 and the prizes are to be awarded 
next fall. The prizes, 40 in number, range 
from $10 down. 

Specimens of the way the flowers should 
be plucked and arranged have been sup- 
lied Superintendent of Schools Soldan and 
1e will see that one or more specimen 
sheets are on exhibition in the principal's 
room in each school in the city. 

The competition for the prizes will en- 
courage the pupils in the study of native 
plants, and they will receive a greater in- 
sight into botany than if any other plan 
were adopted. The plan fs for the pupil 
to go to the flower garden and eelect a plant 
and preserve it on a large sheet of paper, 
with its proper name and history written 
under it. The more industrious and pains- 
taking the pupil is the more likely he is 
to land the prize. For the best collection 
of 125 or more specimens three prizes are 
offered—$10, $6 and $4. No premium is of- 
fered for a collection of less than 25 speci- 
mens. 

The 
following 
herbarium: 

Plants intended for the herbarium should be col- 
lected on a dry day; plants which when gathered 
have moisture on their leaves should, when brought 
home, be placed with their stems in a vessel of 
Water, and their leaves should be allowed to dry. 
The specimens are then laid between layers of blot- 
ting paper, not spread ont with anxious minuteness, 
nor so placed as to distort their parts. The num- 
ber of sheets of paper in each layer is accommo- 
dated to the nature of the plants, and pressure is 
applied by means of weights, screws or straps, 
the whole being inclosed in boards, and the lay- 
ers of paper, when very numerous, having also 
boards occasionally interposed. Care must be 
taken that too much pressure be not applied at 
first, lest the parts of. t plants be unfitted for 
future examination. For short time, the paper 
is changed every day, or every second day, dry 
paper being supplied. Specimens have the best ap- 
pearance which are quickly dried.. When the spec- 
imens are fully dried. they are Jaid within sheets 
of writing paper, or they are gummed or glued to 
sheets of paper, the name of the especies, with 
the locality, date of collection, and any other in- 
teresting particulars, being marked beside each. 
As much as pogible of each plant is preserved in 
the herbarium, but the flower and leaf must al- 
ways be exhibited.

TESTATOR’S POWER OF SPEECH 


Interesting Case of Emil Delfosse 


Against Henry J. Chatlin and 
His Wife Angelina. 


There ig a law Suit over a will, now in 
the hands of Judge Spencer of the Circuit 
Court, for decision, which has an almost 
exact parallel in the story of Alexandre 
Dumas’ “Count of Monte Cristo.” 

The euit is that of Emil Delfasse against 


Henry J. Chatlin, his wife Angelina, and 


other heirs of old Emil Delfosse. 

Delfosse was a Frenchman who could not 
speak a word of English. His son-in-law, 
Chatlin, could speak both French and 
English. The notary who drew the will, 
and the witnesses to it, could understand 
no French, so the son-in-law interpreted 
for the old man, 

When the will was read the wife of 
the interpreter inherited the bulk of the 
property, much to the dissatisfaction of 


the brother, who immediately brought a 
suit to break the wilL 

After the evidence was all in Judge 
Spencer asked for briefs on the case, and 
among those drawn up was one by Wiliiam 
Gerdine, stenographer for the plaintiff's 
attorneys, J. Kk. and J, F. Merryman. For 
a legal disquisition the document is unique 
and presents the case as follows: 

“In Dumas’ famous ‘Count of Monte 
Cristo’ we find a case exactly similar in all 
w2eential points to the case at bar, and while 
it is somewhat of an innovation to make ref- 
erences of novels, still we do so to effectu- 
ally show thatyat all times laws regarding 
the making and proper interpretation of the 
wishes of the testator have been extremely 
rigid, and in no wise meaning to reflect on 
the Gignity and austerity of this honorable 
court. 

“M. Nortier was an old man who had suf- 
fered an apopletic stroke which deprived 
him totally of his power of speech, move- 
ment and feeling, in fact, everything except 
his hearing and sight, which seemed to im- 
prove after the stroke. He lived with his 
son, M. de Villefort Nortier, the two not 
being on very good terms, however, on ac- 
eount of their different political tenets and 
beliefs. M. de Villefort had a daugfiiter, Va- 
lentine, who had always ——a a deep 
affection for M. Nortier, and who tended 
him unceasingly. M. Nortier returned her 
affection and gradually, by constant ass0o- 
clation, they manufactured a code of signals, 
as it were, by which she could understand 
his wants. She could understand every look 
he gave her. and if not certain as to his 
wishes, she would inquire if he desired such 
a thing, and, if so, he would wink his eyes 
in affirmation; if not, he would not move 
his eves in the least, thereby signifying his 
disapproval. M. Nortier was very wealthy, 
and it waa taken for granted by the remain- 
ing members of the family that Valentine 
would, on the death, fall heir to his prop- 
" t f 
enone day Nortler conveyed, through their 
usual medium, his desire for a notary in or- 
der to frame a will. DevVillefort was in the 
room at the time and when Valentine told 
him of Nortier’s wish he bitterly opposed it, 
since he, for personal reasons, did not wish 
a will to be made.

DeVille- 
fort told him that any will written under 
such circumstances, with an interpreter as 
deeply interested as Valentine, would be ab- 
solutely illegal and void, and the notary 
agreed with him, saying: 

‘**Permit me tostate that the casein ques- 
tlon ts just one of those in which a public 
officer like myself cannot proceed to act 
without thereby nouteae a dangerous re- 
sponsibility. The first thing necessary to 
render an act valid is that the notary should 
be thoroughly convinced that he has faith- 
fully interpreted the will and the wishes of 
the pemnen dictating the act. Now, I can- 
not be sure of the approbation or disappro- 
bation of a client who cannot speak; and 
as the. object of his desire or his repug- 
nance cannot be clearly proved to me, on 
account of his want of speech, my services 
here would be quite useless, and cannot be 
legally exercised.” 

“This, briefly and succinctly, is a state- 
ment of the case cited, which differs. only 
from the one at bar in that the testator 
in this instance could not speak at all, 
and the testator in this case could only 
speak French. Now, was not the testator 
in this case as fully at the mercy of the 
interpreter, when he could not understand 
a word of English, as was this old man 
who had lost entirely his power of speech * 
We beg leave to lay particular stress «® 
that portion of the notary’s gtatemeni 
where he says, ‘The first thing necessary 
to render an act valid is that the notary 
should be thoroughly convinced that he has 
faithfully interpreted the will and wishes 
of the person dictating the act.’ 

Now the question in the case at bar for 
the court to decide is whether the defen- 
dant was a competent interpreter in view 
of his interest in the will, and whether the 
notary could be thoroughly convinced of 
the fa'thful interpretation of the testator’s 
wishes.’’

All kinds of schemes were tried for com- 
fort, but the men, for the most part, had 
packed the bags in sections, leaving hollows 
to comfort the body. 

Many discarded the beds and slept on the 
blankets With their clothes on, 

The guard was not strict and guard run- 
ning was freely indulged in, a thirst parlor 
at Grand and Chouteau avenues being the 
Objective point. 
Shortiy after Midnight the German pro- 
prietor threw up h‘s hands and declared that 
his K In trade had been completely used 
up. 

As morning approached the weather grew 
eolder and the sentinels paced back and 
forth wrapped in blankets. Early milk 
drivers stopped and looked on [{n wonder 
and thought the war was to be fought with 
the assistance of some Indian tnhe. 

At 6 o'clock Friday morning the boys were 
aroused and after ehaking up their tmpro- 
vised beds set about making preparations 
for breakfast. 

In about half an hour some strong coffee 
hacon and cornbread was ready to beeervec 
and to Say that it Was eaten with enjoyment 
would be putting it miidiy.

Gen. Bell has word from Col. G. C. Smith, 
deputy quartermaster at St. Louis, that he 
cannot equip the volunteers at this time. 

The mustering in will probably be done 
collectively and Lieut. Hardeman is of the 
opinion that physical examinations will be 
impracticable. 

Of course the Governor will pay the ex- 
penses of transportation and provide for 
the troops after they are mustered in. 

Adjutant-General Bell expressed astonish- 
ment at the report from §t. Louis that ac- 
cording to agreement F. H. Hunicke, com- 
mander of the late lamented Naval Reserves, 
is to be made a major. 

“I know nothing about {t,”” he sald, ‘‘and 
he can’t be a major till I say so. The only 
way he can become a Major is to be eleated 
by the line officers of the regiment, an 
ihen pass an examination. I promise you 
that. We are bound to no agreement, and 
we don’t propose to elevate anybody to high 
rank unless he can prove himself qualified.”’ 

As Mr. Hunicke is not a military man this 
shuts him out of the coveted majorship. 

The same rule applies to Messrs. Lynn and 
sarstow. If they are elected captains by 
the two new companies and pass the exami- 
nation they will get commissions and not 
otherwise. Gen. Bell promises, too, that the 
examining board gehall be made up of com- 
petent men who will not use whitewash, 
The report that the line officers had selected 
Messrs. Lynn and Barstow as captains and 
had recommended them to Gen. Bell for 
commissions thus falis to the ground. They 
must win their spurs. 

Jen. Bell could not accede to this Hun- 
icke-Lynn-Barstow proposition if he wanted 
to, as the law compels election of officers 
and examinations. 

Brig.-Gen, Milton A. Moore of Kansas 
City will have to be satisfied with the Col- 
oneley of a regiment. ie has no chance 
for appointment to the brigade command- 
ship which will be made by the President, 
and which wil likely be made outside of 
Missouri. 

There is a possibility that about twenty 
men of light battery B, Kansas City, Chris 
Klingmann commanding, may be incorpor- 
ated in light battery A, as a salve to the 
wounded feelings of the artillerymen from 


the Kaw. 

As a final word to the public Gen. Bell 
said: “TI know there has been impatience 
and eriticism at our delav, but this proves 
ignorance of the situation, Illinois is 
furnishing a demonstration of the mistake 
of haste. Their troons are now costing 
them thousands of dollars a day and will 
continue to do so for weeks, probably until 
thev gre mustered in. TI have, tn fact, ex- 
ceeded my authority in ordering recruit- 
ing af companies to a war footing without 
orders from Washington. The Legislature 
gives only $10.00 a vear for our troops, and 
thie situation should be a good lesson to it 
in future.”

Missouri! Pacific Employes May Enlist 
on Leaves of Absence. 

Emploves of the Missonri Pacific Railway 
who enlist will be guaranteed their posi- 
tions on their return, unless physically in- 
capacitated. Little Rock Division No. 131, 
Order of Railroad Conductors of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway, began the agitation 
of the subject, and formulated a resolution 
providing for leaves of absence to be ex- 
tended to men who enlist, until honorably 
discharged, and which they were to ask the 
officials of the road to adopt. General 
Manager Doddridge, before the resolution 
officially reached him, authorized the state- 
ment that the request would be acceded to.
